The Cholera Scourge. 


Sr. PererspurG, June 28.—The greatest 
consternation prevails in some parts of the 
empire owing to the rapid spread of cholera 
At Baku, on tbe north-west coast of the 
Caspian Sea, thirty-five new cases of the 
disease were reported yesterday, Baku is a 
great petroleum shipping port. The work- 
men have become so frightened that they 
are leaving in droves, The military physi- 
cian at Durhak telegraphs that the disease 
there has got beyond his control and asking 
that medical assistance and nurses be sent. 
A feature of the epidemic is the rapidity 
with which persons stricken with it eallapess 
One of the guards on the Trapvscaspian Rail- 
way was seized with cholera and died on the 
train before any medical assistance could be 
obtained, 


GERMANY AND AUSTRIA ALARMED, 


Vienna, June 28.—The Governments of 
Germany and Austria are acting in concert 
in the adoption of measures to prevent 
cholera from entering their respective coun- 
tries, An autbority in Vienna, who has 
been studying cholera for thirty years, 
thinks it improbable that the disease will 
spread beyond Russia even if it gets a foot: 
hold there.

Tho latest consus bulletin dealing with 
tho origin of thoso living in Canada will 
well ropay 4 oatoful study, 

The figures rblating to Ontario are espec- 
inlly interesting. ‘Choy show that out of a 
population of 2,112,000 all but 470,000 were 
born here, Another 68,000 are natives of 
other parts of the Dominion, yo that only 
nome twenty por cont. of those living in tho 
Province are not of Canadian birth, If we 
ald to the purely native clement those of 
British origin, also accustomed to tho duties 
and responnibilitos of self-government, it 
will be seon how peculiarly woll fitted thé 
people of Ontario are for the work of carry- 
ing on popular government, 

Another fact is brought ont in this bulle- 
tio that is, in viow of the agitation of recent 
years, of special nignificance, This ia that 
the French are not gaining anywhere out- 
side of Quebec and Now Brunswick. The 
proportion of French-speaking people to all 
others in the Dominion as a whole bas fallon 
from 30.1 per cent in 188] to 29.4 in 1891. 
In Manitoba there has been a decrease from 
15 to 7.3 per cent,. ond in the Territories a 
wtill greater falling off from 10.1 to 23 
That vast territory beyond the great lakes, 
no matter what may become of McCarthy's 
Dual Language Bill, is certain to become 
wholly Britieh and Canadian in the near

future. Even in Ontario, where a French 
invasion was feared a few years ago, there 
wero ‘actually seventy-one less speaking 
that language in 1891 than there were in 
1881, The region that will be dominated 
by an pith US Pee ele community may, 
therefore, be extended from the head of 
Lake Superior eastward as far as the Ottawa. 


The Crops. 


Crop reports during the past week have 
not been so uniformly favorable. Yoo 
much rain” has been the general complaint. 
It is now feared that if there is much more 
rain, or if the late wet spell is followed by 
very warm weather, the damage to the 
wheat will very seriously affect the yield 
Last year the weather conditions were just 
the reverse, Up to this period we had but 
little rain, The relief from the dry weather 
then, however, came just when it was most 
needed, and the result was a most bountiful 
harvest, In Manitoba, according to the 
latest mail advices, the weather has ayor- 
aged rather cool with light local showers, 
but there was not sufficient rain in somo 
districts to help late sown grain, principal! fi 
oats and barley, as much as was desired. 
The early sown wheat is doing well, most 
reports being very favorable. Grain deal- 
ers have grumbled a good deal during the 
past season about smat, both in Ontario 
and Manitoba wheat, and it is to be hoped 
that the farmers have taken steps to avoid 
this deteriorating influence in their wheat 
this year, when the remedy, compared with 
the very favorable results obtained, is so 
simple.—@/oby 


New Salvation Army Officers. 


The new ruler of the Salvation Army iu 
Canada, is to be Commandant Herbert 
Booth, in place of Commissioner Rees, 
Hardly a lesser personage than the comman- 
dant is his beautiful and accomplished wife, 
who will assist in his executive duties 
Commissioner Rees has been in charge of the 
Canadian Army for the past year. He was 
sent here to put in a year’s work making a 
thorough organization of the Salvation Army, 
and it is said he has succeeded very well. 
He has gone to England. 

Commandant Herbert Booth is the third 
son of the General. Major Rallington Booth, 
who has been commanding the whole Amer- 
ican Salvation field, is his brother, and will 
now devote himself entirely to the United 
States work. For some time Herbert Booth 
has been the commander of the British field. 
He has probably done more than any other 
‘soldier ” to collect, systematize, and print 
the Army songs. He is 30 years of age and 
was married two years ago to Miss Carrie 
Scoch; daughter of the Army's secretary for 
Belgium, 

Mrs, Booth was born at St. Hertogen- 
bosch, in Holland, where her father was at 
that time serving as an officer in the Royal 
Army. She finished ber education in Ger- 
many, where she completed her knowledge 
of the Dutch, German, French and English 
languages. God gave her a voice and the 

ift of song. She was converted early in 
ife, and immediately after leaving school 
commenced to work for God nctively: She 
sang to the suffering in the hospitals, and 
many a death-bed was cheered by the 
melody of her voice, She visited the sick 
and carried on evangelistic meetings in 
Amsterdam for the poor, When the Army 
came to Holland she offered her services as 
interpreter, and fioally went into the Army 
work,

THE WILD ZEBRA, 


dan We Change Mis Stripes Wh 


n? 


Almost every writer who treats of the 
colors of animals refers co Galton’s observa- 
tions that in the bright starlight of an 
African night zebras are practically invisible 
even at a short distance ; but there can be 
no doubt that their peculiar striped appear- 
ance is also of great protective vatue in 
broad daylight. On a recent zebra hunt 
near Cradock, in which I took part several 
members of our party commented on the 
difficulty of seeing zebras even at moderate 
distances, although there was nothing to 
hide them, the black and white stripes 
blending so completely that the animals 
assume a dull brown appearance quite in 
harmony with the general color of the 
locality in which they arefound,and in which, 
for instance, Rooi Rehook (Pelea capreoleas) 
is also well protected on account of its 
peculiar brownish coat. 

A member of our party, who on another 
occasion gave proof that he is possessed of 
excellent eyesight, and who has frequently 
hunted in similar localities, saw a zebra 
which was wounded in one of the front 
legs, at a distance of about 400 yards, and 
strange to say he took it for a big baboon. 
In a letter which { received from him a few 
days ago, he said: ‘‘It galloped like a ba- 
boon from me, and I could only see that the 
color was grayish-brown, At about 500 
yards from me it ran on to a little krantz, 
and mounting the highest rock, drew its 
body together just asa baboon does when 
its four feet are all together on the summit 
ofa little rock.” His remark as to the gray- 
ish-brown color of the animal is the more 
valuable, as I believe this gentleman, Mr. 
Wrench, A. R. M., of Cradock, is quite un- 
prejudiced. In my own letters to him, 
which drew forth these remarks. I had only 
asked him for the distance at which he saw 
the zebra, and I did not ask him how it 
was he mistook a black-and-white zebra for 
a brown baboon on a perfectly clear South 
African day, 

My own observations also confirm that 
the stripes of the zebra are of protective 
value, Riding along a slope Isuddenly saw 
four zebras within 100 yards above me. 
They were galloping down the bill, but 
stopped when they a os sightof me. As 
soon as they stopped I saw their stripos 
pretty distinctly. After I had fired and 
wounded one of them, they started again, 
galloping down the hill around me in a 
semicircle at a distance of about seventy 
yards, All this time they presented a dull 
brown appearance, no stripes being visible, 
though Phra my attention fixed on this 
point. They disappeared beyond a ridge, 
went down a little valley, and 1 heard after- 
ward that they ascended the next slope, 
which was not more than 1,500 yards away 
from where I stood with a native servant, 
Yet evon this lynx-eyed native could not 
see them going up this slope. They had 
vanished from us.

UANADA’S LUMBER INDUSTRY. 


The Output from the Ottawa District, 


A despatch from Ottawa Bays It is 
estimated that 3,000,000 logs will come 
down the streams of the Ottawa district this 
summer. ‘Those logs will come down the 
Ottawa, Gatineau, Mississippi, Blanche, 
North Nation, and Rougerivers, and will be 
used by the mills at Ottawa, Arnprior, 
Braoside, Hawkesbury, Rockland, Carleton 
Place, and Montreal. Of the 8,000,000 logs 
mentioned, about 2,000,000 will come down 
tho Ottawariver, 600,000 down the Gatineau, 
200,000 on the Blanche, North Nation, and 
Rouge rivers, and 200,000 down the ae 
ippi. ‘Three million logs, at an ostimated 
average yield of 125 foet, board measure, 
ner log, will give # total board measure of 
475,000,000 feot for all the mills of the 
Ottawa district, This quantity of sawn 
lumber, at an average price of $15 per 1,000 
foot, will mean a turnover of capital to the 
sum of $45,775,000 in the mills of the Ottawa 
district. Of tho 3,000,000 logs comlag down 
‘a fair percentage belongs to those loft over 
last season, ‘Lnerefore the actual ont in the 
woods “luring tho past season cannot be 
judged by vhe figures given. Krom oll 
information that can be gathered tho lumber 
drives are now all safo, except & fow small 
ones that wore abandoned early in the season.

Centenary Anniversary. 


June 22nd was a notable day in the histo- 
ry of Methodism in Adolphustown, It was 
the celebration of the centenary of the old 
Hay Bay church, the first Methodist church 
in Canada, and the first altar of the U. E. 
Loyalists in this part of the Province., The 
large district tent had been pitched near tho 
church, and about 600 people sat down to a 
most sumptuous dinner. The people then 
repaired to the old church where an excel- 
lent programme of music and addresses was 
given, The first Methodist class was form 
ed by Rev, Wm, Losee, on 20th February, 
1791, in the house of Paul Huff, upon whose 
farm the church was built the following year; 
the second class was formed on the 27th of 
February 1791, not far from Bath, and the 
third class on the 2nd March 1791, in the 
house of Samuel Detlor, Napanee. The 
following year, 1792, the old church was 
built, the subscription list being dated the 
8rd of Feb., 1892, and footing up the res- 


pectable sum of £108, There was then one 


circuit, one minister and sixty members in 
Canada, and there were at the last general 
conference in 1890, two years less than a 
century after, 1,748 ministers and 233,868 
members, and according to last census there 
are now 758,608 people in this Dominion 
who authorized the census enumerators to 
put then down as Methodists. Methodists 
in 100 years have come from nothing to be 
the largest denomination in this Dominion, 
and the largest religious body, catholic or 
protestant, in this Province, The total 
value of their church property in 1792 might 
have been $600, now it is $12,000,000, and 
the Methodist church is now giving over 
$2,000,000 a year to carry on the work of 
the Lord in this land. And though it is but 
150 years since Methodism started in the 
world there are now 30,000,000 people who 
call themselves Methodists. ‘These are mar- 
velous facts, and Methodists may well be 
honestly proud, and profoundly grateful to 
God,—Ezpr

On the western prairio is found what is 
called the compass plant, which is of great 
value to travellers. The long leaves at the 
base of its stem are placed, not flat, as in 
plants geverally, but ip a vertical ition, 
and present their edges north and south. 
The peculiar propensity of the plant is 
attributed to the fact that both surfaces of 
its leaves display an equal receptivity for 
light (whereas the upper surfacos of the 
leaves of most plants are more sensitive to 
light than the lower); the leaves thus assume 
a vertical position, and point north and 
south. Travellers on dark nights are said 
to feel the edges of the leaves to ascertain 
the point of the compass.

The prospects are 
again looking up, and reports of the grow- 
ing, or rather the ripening, wheat received 
in the last day or two from all parts of the 
rovince are satisfactory. In some low- 
ying lands the rains have damaged wheat 
beyond recovery, the straw being so heavy 
where the grain was beaten down that it 
will never be ready for the reaper. On 
more favorable land, especially in the west, 
the wheat is in splendid condition. Parties 
who have examined it state that the top of 
the stalks have filled out this year ina man- 
ner that should more than make up for aay 
damage done by the rain. On_ high lands 
there is little sign of rust. Cutting of wheat 
was begun in Welland County on Wednes- 
day. e hay crop promises to be abund- 
ant.

Parliament has extended for two years 
the bounties offered to encourage the pe 
duction of beet root sugar in Canada. 
year a bonus averaging about two cents a 
pound was voted ; but it was provided that 
it should not be paid after July lst, 1893. 
In the early part of this session the govern- 
ment was asked to grant an extension of five 
or ten years, and in accordance with the re- 
quest a concession of two years has been 
made. It does not appear that the bounty 
has caused a very heavy drain upon the 
treasury. Last year the amount paid out 
was in the neighborhood of $21,000,

Hon. Edward Blake was the central 
figure at an immense political gathering 
held on Sunday last in the borough of Long- 
ford.

The at- 
torneys for the defence asked for a Cuca 
of venue tosome other circuit, on thé 
ground that public sentiment in Detroit 
Would prejudice the prisoner's case, ‘The 
change of venue was granted, and the case 
was transferred to Ann Arbor, where the 
trial proved that Prince Michael, under 
the guise of religion, had perpetrated out- 
rages which would not be tolerated ina 
seomibarbaris community. Revolting facts 
concerning theconduct of his colony in 
Detroit were broughtout, and the jury 
agreed upon a verdict of guilty in fifteen 
minutes, Prince Michael was sentenced to 
five years’ imprisonment, and he is now in 
the State prison at Jackson, The conyi- 
tion and imprisonment of the leader of this 
remarkable sect, known as the Flying Roll 
Disciples, Jezreclites, or the Nave and 
Latter House of Israel, will reault probably 
in the breaking up of the sect.

He contemplated the -erection 
of a magnificent temple at Chatham, Kng- 
land, to cost about $1,000,000, but after the 
temple was started the project was inter- 
rupted by his death. He was succeeded by 
Esther, his wife. Immediately before his 
death Jezreel recanted, renewed his allegi- 
ance to the established faith, and was bur- 
ied according to the cights of the Episcopal 
Church. Esther died five years ago, and 
was succeeded by James Cunningham, who 
is remarkable chiefly, even among his ignor- 
ant followers, for his illiteracy, He is now 
the leader of the New and Latter House of 
Israel in England, although his claim to 
the leadership of the Jezreelites is disputed 
by Prince Michael. 

Michael K, Mills, who claims to be the

They are often taken hundreds of miles, as 
far as Cameroons, to act as longshoremen. 
The Krus have the interesting peculiarity 
that they prohibit all forms of domestic 
slavery among them. The Kru _ in ant is 
marked at his birth on the forehead with 
blue tattooing, which is the symbol of his 
own liberty and of the opposition of his 
people to any form of servitude, 

Some Europeans doing business in West 
Africa say that it rani be impossible to 
carry on trade without the help of the Kru 
men. Many of the Kruz are now in the 
service of the Congo State. hey are help- 
ing to build the railroad from Matadi to 
Stanley Pool andare as handy with the shovel 
as John Chinaman himself. The Kru man 
will not consent to separation from his tribe 
for more than a yoar at atime. He carries 
with hima piece of cord with which to mark 
the SORELY payments received from his 
employer, On each pay day he ties a 
knot in the cord, and after he has made the 
twelfth knot he starts for home, He is 
frugal and economical, and is not apt to 
take service away from home more than 
two or three times.

HAPPY KING OF SIAM! 


In Mot Wenthor msolt Away 
In a Glass Cagy at Che Abo 


ofa Lake. 


Among the travellers who arrived from 
the Orient by a recent steamer was one 
Clack Russell, 4 namesake but no relative 
of the famous novelist of the soa. Mr, 
Russoll, made rich by the prudent caro and 
acquisitivencss of his father, & manufactur: 
cr of outlory at Sheffield, has spent the last 
four yeurs in wandering about tho contin- 
ont of Asia picking up odds and ends, 
aciontific and curious, which it is his inten« 
tion to embody in a book, He has been 
through Thibet, the dominions of the Great 
Lama, traversed Manchuria and Mongolia, 
the ontra-mural possessions of China, made 
incursions into the unfrequented wilds of 
Siberia, and lavterly has Pann touring the 
southern regions of the Continent, Cochin. 
China, Tonkin, and Siam. He paused fora 
time at Bangkok, the capital of the king: 
dom of Siam, and picked up much interest- 
ing information there, There is one story 
that he tolla that will especially commend 
itself tothe seekers after the strange and 
the novel. 

“*T was surprised,” he said at the palace | 
the other day, ** nt the size and appearance 
of Bangkok. It ia the Venice of the Hast, 
The city lies on both sides ot the River 
Menam, About twenty miles from the east 
and on each side, branching out from the 
stream, are a great number of canals upon 
which the dwellings aud public buildings 
are built, The buildings, constructed of 
wood as in most Eastern cities, stand upon 
piles, and the wash of the waters around 
these supports at night makes a most unique 
and pleasurable sensation. It is as though | 
you wore borne along on a gently moving 
river, for the city is as silent as a necropolie, : 
and there are no sounds, no clanging of 
street-car bells, no hideous shouting of Sal- 
vation hymns to break the spell, Further 
down the river you see tier upon tier of 
floating houses moored to the bank, in 
which a large part of the population dwell. | 

‘But that part of Bang a which inter- 
ests the tourists most is the section set 
apart for the King. The palace is enclosed 
in high white walls which are a mile in cir- 
cumference. Within them are contained 
temples, public offices, seraglios, stables 
‘or the sacred elephant, vccommodations 
for 1,000 troops, cavalry, artillery, war 
elephants, an arsenal, and a theatre. The 
palace of the King is equipped in true 
Oriental magniticence. angings of the | 
costliest tapestry and mats made of woven 
silver eaten the eye at every turn, His 
present Majesty—a luxurious felloy—had 
Tntcly orected a structure of which the like 
does not exist in the world, In summer 
Bangkok is a steaming sweat-room, and 
any contrivance to escape from the heat is 
eagorly entertained. 

“Some Chinese architect suggested to 
the King that he have erected a glass pa- 
vilion in the great reservoir that occupies 
part of the palace grounds. Ke drew the 
plans and the scheme captured the fancy 
of the King. The pavilion is built entirely 
of glass—walls, floors, ceiling, and all— 
joined by au indissoluble cement. ‘he 
plates or slabs of different sorts and thick- 
nesses and variegated colors were obtained 
in France, whither an agent had been sent 
for the parpose. When put together they 


, formed the prettiest and most unique strne- 


ture that imagination can picture, The 
Chinese architect, true to the genius of his 
race, had ornamented 1t with quaint turrets 
and gables that made it seem a toy house. 

By mechanical means it wos so arranged 
that, when empty, the pavilion would rise 
to the surface of the miniature lake. At o 
little distance it resembles nothing so much 
as a pretty conservatory, such as might be 
seen in the Jardin des Plants at Paris or in 
tho gardensat London, Happening alonga 
little later you might wonder what had be- 
come of the pavilion. An attendant would 
tell you that the King was taking recreation 
with his harem at the bottom of the lake 
and point to the spire-like ventilators rising 
above the level of the placid surface as evi- 
dence of the truth of what she tells you. 

“By ono door only can the King enter, 
and this closes hermetically after him. At 
once the edifice begins to sink, the valves 
in the tall pipes in the roof open, and in « 
few minutes it is resting beneath the placid | 
waters. There in this cool and perfectly 
dry habitation, with the softened light 
trickling through the panes of colored and 
figured ylass, the King spends the hot sum- 
mer days singing, smoking, eating and 
drinking, with his harem and favorites 
about him.”

Iway Collision. 
THREE PERSONS KILLED 

A railway collision accompanied with a 
sad loss of life took place on the Bay of 
Quinte Railway between Marlbank and 
rinsville stations on Thursday morning of 
at week, Tho regular passenger train 
which leaves Tweed at 6,20 a.m reached 
Marlbank and had left that station for 
Erinaville and was ronning at regular # 
when it was mot in a curve by o apecial 
engine, There was no time to check speed 
and the two engines crashed into each other 
with awfal force, The crash and cries of 
the injured soon attracted a number of farm: 
era aud others, who ran to give assistance, 
and who proceeded to extricate the killed 
and kt from the wrec The wound 
od were rer od to Erinaville station, where 
Dra, © Vilson and Mather were soon 
in attendance and did everything in their 
power to alleviate ¢ sufferings. Tho 
dead are Wm. Christic, engineer of the 
special train, Wm. Hardy, fireman and a 
year old child of Mr, and Mrs Jas. Naphin 
of Napanee road, near Deseronto, 

Tho wounded are : Chas, Kirby, engineer 
of the express train, and Thomas Watson, 
fireman, The former is very dangerously 
wounded and his recovery is said to be 
doubtful; James Mundy, brakeman, who 
received severe injurie fre. Jas, Naphin, 
who is seriously injur Mr. Murphy, 
storekeoper, Erinsville, badly wounded and 
Miss Carrol, of the same place ; Mrs. Brown 
and two Cunningham boys, of Tweed, slight 
injuries ; George Hagan, roadmaster, shaken 


up. 

Wm. Hardy, fireman, was 22 years ef age, 
and a young man much esteemed by his 
fellow employes, His parents live in Tweed. 


Wm. Christie, who was engineer of the 
special, was 37 years of aye, and leaves a 
wife and family of seven or eight children. 
Ho resided in Tweed, was a member of the 
Presbyterian church and the Orange order. 

Mrs. James Naphin had gone out to 
Tweed with the excursion on Weduesday, 
having her child with her. She was return- 
ing home and was seriously injured by the 
shock. the baby receiving injuries from 
whlch it died. 

Tho accident occurred near the old church 
one and a half miles west of Erinsville 
station, 

Evidence at the coroner’s inquest over the 
Erinsville Railway collision has established 
the fact that the conductor, Wilkinson, and 
the engineer, Kirby, tried to reach Ballast 
Pit before the regula morning train arrived, 
but failed. They left Erinsville without 
orders, Wilkinson saying to Kirby, ‘Open 
her up, Charley, we can make it.” Mr. 
Kenney station agent at Erinsville, told 
Wilkinson that the regular train was on 
time. Ho had no anxiety about Wilkinson's 
starting, as he thought he could reach the 
cut in time. In any case, Mr. Kenney had 
no power to prevent Wilkinson going, and 
he did not try to do so, The damages will 
amount to thirty thousand dollars. The 
railway company is bestowing every possible 
care to the injured, the most serious being 
still at Lake View House, Erinsville station. 


Prohibition in Manitoba. 


At the general election held in Manitoba 
on Saturday last the question of Prohibition 
was submitted to the people in the followin 
question ‘‘ Are you in favor of Prohibition 2” 
And from the returns it would seem that 
the answer is an omphbatic ‘ Yes.” In 
Winnipeg the vote was 2 to 1 in favor of 
prohibition, while in some of the country 
coustituencies the proportion was much 
larger. Portage la Prairie gave 710 for and 
188 against. 

The vote is only declaratory, not opera- 
tive, but as a result of it the Legislature 
will probably be asked to pass a prohibitory 
law. The president of the League, Mr. W. 
R. Mulock, QC., is confident that such a 
law is not ultra vires of the Legislature, but

seems to be desirous to maintain its reputa- 
tion for moving rapidly in radical legislation.
